Clerk Carroll County Superior Court

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Report of the Sheriff of Carroll County 
Year 1967 


Through the passage of legislation in the 1967 Legis- 
lature, the Carroll County Sheriff’s Department became 
the first full time department in the State. The full time 
operation started June 5, 1967. Since the County owned no 
cars at that time, Deputies used their own and were re- 
imbursed for travel. This money was taken out of the fee 
money before it was returned to the County. Therefore, 
the full fees were not returned to the County until after 
August 3, 1967 when County owned cars went into opera- 
tion. Now all fees and monies collected by the Sheriff and 
Deputies are paid directly to the County Treasurer. 


Up to December 31, 1967, $2,227.60 was returned to 
the County with $200.00 more in the checking account to 
be given to the Treasurer. This remained in the checking 
account due to the fact that the Treasurer was not avail- 
able at that time. In the spring of 1967, I estimated that 
the writ fees returned to the County for the year would 
be $5,000.00. Figures show that for five months nearly 
$2,500.00 was returned, which bears out the figures pro- 
jected. 


The present Sheriff’s Department is now working on 
a 7 day a week and 24 hour a day basis, full time. It con- 
sists of myself, four full time Deputies and a full time 
Clerk in the office. There are at least three available to 
answer calls and complaints at all times. The Sheriff’s 
office is open 7 days a week from 8:00 A.M. to 5:00 P.M. 
Also, one has to but call one number, that being Center 
es 539-4907, which is answered 24 hours a day 7 days 
a week. 


Also, during 1967, a County Radio system was voted 
by the Delegation, which went into operation during the 
month of August. This is manned 24 hours a day, and is 
tied in with Belknap, Strafford and Rockingham Counties, 
and law enforcement agencies are a part of it through 
liason sets. There are seventeen sets in Carroll County now, 
which are on the system consisting of Sheriffs and Town 
Police. Four other Towns are now awaiting equipment. This 
radio system and it’s services are available to every Town, 
at no charge. They have only to get what equipment they 
need. 
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Over the past ten years, while I have been Sheriff, 
the number of cases handled by the department has risen 
from about 300 per year to approximately 1700. 


In the past, on a part time basis, when-ever a man was 
called out it was recorded as an assist, or case. Since the 
department went on full time, the men are out every day, 
and minor complaints or cases are not recorded as such, 
if disposed of without a charge, or brought to a satisfactory 
conclusion. Therefore, all cases reported since June 3, 1967 
were serious enough to bring charges if solved. 


During 1967 there were reported 310 serious cases 
or felonies. Of these, 125 were solved, making a percentage 
of closed cases, 40%. Restitution of $21,312.31 was made 
to the rightful owners. 


Because the department is full time now, the amount 
of $7,500.00 does not have to be raised for Superior Court. 
The new amount is $100.00 for Chaplain etc. Carroll 
County, being a rural county and requiring a large amount 
of mileage to be covered, county owned cars are proving 
a big saving. This is done by bid purchasing of tax free 
vehicles, gasoline and oil etc. Also, registration at no cost 
and a blanket insurance policy is used. It is felt that the 
County owned vehicles will save two to three thousand 
dollars a year. 


It is felt, by me, that after a years full operation on 
a full time basis, that the full time system will save the 
County about $2,500.00 a year, plus the benefit of more 
hours put in by the department, which at present shows an 
increase of 444. Also the department is now able to go out 
and do preventative work, which we find to be a big deter- 
rent. 


As everyone knows, crime and it’s costs are skyrocket- 
ing throughout the country, and the people of Carroll 
County should be very appreciative to the County Delega- 
tion that they had the far sightedness to fight this by 
modernizing county methods and equipment, and at the 
same time keeping costs down. | 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
Delegation, the Commissioners, all other law enforcement 
agencies and my own Deputies for the help and tireless 
efforts they have put in on my behalf. 
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The past two years have indicated to me that we should 
never lose sight of local government, and the more local 
we can keep it, the better. Organized crime would like to 
see as many law enforcement agencies done away with as 
possible so that they would have less to cope with. Let’s 
not let that happen.

REPORT OF THE 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


The Cooperative Extension Service of Carroll County 
received county, state and federal financial and supervisory 
support. The federal support and supervision comes from 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, through the federal 
Extension Service, the state support through the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire’s Cooperative Extension Service 
and the local financial support and supervision through the 
county government and the Carroll County Cooperative 
Extension Service Advisory Council. 


The job of the Cooperative Extension Service Agents 
in Carroll County is to organize and carry out educational 
programs in Agriculture, Resource Development, 4-H and 
Youth, Home Economics and Forestry. These programs are 
carried out by newsletters, meetings, leader training, radio, 
telephone, newspapers and personal visits to the farm, 
forest, home or industry. 


The purpose of all the Cooperative Extension Service 
programs is to provide up-to-date educational information 
so that the industries of Carroll County may continue to 
remain competitive and to up-grade the over-all standard 
of living. 


Agents’ programs vary in audience and in subject 
matter depending on what the Advisory Council sees as 
a need. A major program was carried out in 1967 on Town 
and Community Planning when 20 educational seminars 
were held for selectmen, planning board members and 
other interested citizens. 


The four agents will work with anyone or any group 
expressing a need and who are willing to learn. This 
includes such problems as a ski slope or woods-product 
plant, a housewife interested in child nutrition or a kitchen 
for a civic building, a child interested in careers or an un- 
employed bread-winner, a retired woodland owner or a 
dairy farmer, a community with growth problems or a 
low-income family in need of a loan for a well or will even 
work with the housewife with bats in the attic, carpenter 
ants in the cellar and moles in the lawn. The agents do 
not always know the answer but will certainly try to find 
the answer.

Gentlemen: 


Enclosed please find a tabulation of the criminal cases 
disposed of before the Superior Court during calendar year 
1967. In the May Term there were 56 new indictments and 
in the September Term there were 32. The remainder of 
the cases were held over from 1966 or were on defendants 
who waived indictment in order to obtain prompt dispos- 
ition of their case. A total of 64 defendants had their cases 
completed, involving 93 felonies and 7 appeals from the 
district courts. In addition to sentences carrying confine- 
ment or probation, fines were collected in the amount of 
$2,655.00. No defendants were acquitted. I nolle prossed 3 
appeals from district courts and I also nolle prossed 4 
indictments, for breaking into a vacant house, so that 3 
boys could enter military service without being barred by 
a felony charge against them (the 4th defendant was 
physically disqualified). 


It should be noted that the typical case coming before 
the Superior Court requires the following procedural 


steps: 
Handled By: 

1. Arrest Police 
2. Preparation of formal complaint 

and warrant Police 
3. Hearing on bail: usually before 

bail commissioner Police 
4. Arraignment before District 

Court and bail Police 
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5. Probable cause hearing before 

District Court Police and/or County Attorney 
6. Preparation of indictment and 

presentation of case before Grand 


Jury for indictment County Attorney 
7. Arraignment and bail hearing 

before Superior Court County Attorney 
8. Sentencing hearing on guilty 

pleas County Attorney 
9. Trial of “not guilty” pleas and 

sentencing County Attorney 


In addition to felony bind-over cases, I have prosecuted 
some misdemeanor cases before the District Courts which 
involved unusual factual and evidentiary problems. Among 
others, these included an assault upon a police officer, 
illegal possession of deer, neglect of children, juveniles 
shooting a man, and one petty larceny case.’ 


Because of the increased complexity in prosecuting 
criminal cases caused by recent Supreme Court rulings, it 
is necessary for the County Attorney to be called into the 
case frequently as early as the arrest stage and particularly 
if there is a question of whether sufficient evidence las 
been compiled to constitute “probable cause’ to obtain 
either a search warrant or an arrest warrant. This also 
applies at the interrogation stage to obtain admission or 
confession. I have found that most cases are won or lost 
at these crucial first stages and it is too late to rehabilitate 
a case at the Superior Court level. Most of this preliminary 
work is handled by me over the telephone or by personal 
conferences with the police at my office. 


In addition to the criminal cases, my services have been 
required on various matters such as URESA cases and 
hearings, on suits by or against the County in the Gray and 
Brochu children cases, and on the bond issue for the County 
Nursing Home. Other county agencies request advice from 
time to time. 


Total out-of-pocket expenditures of my office amounted 
to $1,072.54 with an additional expense of $751.25 spent 
through the Comissioners’ or Clerk of Court’s office and 
allocated to County Attorney expenses. This totals $1,823.79 
and is made up mostly of mileage and telephone expense, 
out-of-county sheriff’s costs in serving subpoenas, witness 
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fees, stenographer’s costs on depositions, and fees of medi- 
cal examiners and pathology reports on unattended deaths. 


On a time-charge comparison, based upon what I would 
have charged civil or private clients for similar services, 
my charges to the County have exceeded $7,000.00. This 
contrasts to the actual salary of $3,000.00. William D. 
Paine, upon completing his term in 1966, suggested that 
the office of County Attorney be put on a full-time basis 
with a salary of $12,000.00. By way of comparison, it is of 
interest to note that the Wolfeboro Town Report for 1967 
expenditures shows James J. Kalled receiving as town 
counsel, ‘a part-time job, $4,979.00. Since I represent Wolfe- 
boro on some matters as does Attorney Cox, and other At- 
torneys, I know the total expense to Wolfeboro exceeded 
this amount. 


For the first time there was paid to the County Attor- 
ney in 1967 for reimbursement of secretarial expenses the 
amount of $1,000.00. I have requested this be increased to 
$1,500.00 in calendar year 1968. 


In view of the present workload and the further fact 
that indigent defendants are entitled to receive the assis- 
tance of defense counsel at public expense, beginning with 
the initial arraignment before the District Court, for any 
crime or misdemeanor which involves the possibility of a 
jail sentence under RSA 604-A:1, it is obvious that the 
County Attorney’s work will increase even more in the 
future. Practically all crimes and misdemeanors are pun- 
ishable by ‘a jail sentence, even though seldom imposed, 
and police officers cannot reasonably be expected to cope 
adequately with experienced defense attorneys. 


It is, therefore, my recommendation that the salary of 
the County Attorney be increased to $6,000.00 in the next 
session of the Legislature. The present salary is $3,000.00 
as prescribed under RSA 7:35 and is the lowest in the State. 
For comparison, Coos pays $3,000.00 while Grafton pays 
$5,000.00 and Cheshire pays $4,500.00. All of these salaries 
are too low for the importance of the work involved snd it 
is expected there wil! be a general state-wide increase pre- 
sented to the next Legislature. I would also recommend that 
the secretarial expense be increased to $2,000.00 without 
waiting for action by the Legislature. This can be done 
through the Comissioners and the Delegation, if necessary. 
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The work involved as County Attorney has been very 
interesting and I have enjoyed the association with various 
law enforcement agencies in the County: the sheriff’s de- 
partment, state police, town police and conservation officers. 
They are the ones that carry the real burden of upholding 
the law, in all its many facets. Most of their work is not 
fairly reflected in the small percentage of cases that actu- 
ally come to Court. The unfortunate fact is that a great deal 
of their work frequently goes uncompensated, unrecognized 
and unappreciated. 


It is my present intention not to run again for County 
Attorney and I would like to express at this time my ap- 
preciation for the fine cooperation and assistance received 
from your office.
